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Several days ago Roger ^ovin reacted strongly to the name and 
description of A each?, when I was questioning him about a Cuban from 
Miami to \*ho- he had been intr duced by Amesto Rdriguez, Jr. According 
4o Rodriguez, this wa 3 hot and oould not have be n Arcacha and it could hot 
have been, as Loving dated it, in late 1963* 

I reinterviewed Lovin atb his home today, obtained a scrap 
book from him that 1 promised you’d return, went over this again with him, and 
am inclided to agree with his correction of the date to 1 >64 (whichirthe 
scrap b ok confirms) and to his statement, when shown a picture of Axoacha, that 
he was not the man. The man is identified by Arndsto as Antinio. Hois now 
uncertain of the last name but thinks it begins with a "V". 

ShoWj the Aroacha picture, ^ovin said that while the raafl to 
whom he had been introduced had a small mustache, his face was much thinner 
than Arcacha’ s. He described this man as fine=boned and small. This is all 
on atape I’ll give Jj ouia in the a.m. 

Other Cubans suggest that with all :he money hehad fleeced,

Lovin does not recognise the name Allen ^oung. He claims to have 
known A1 Scott for some time prioi to the organization of Services Unlimited (see 
clipping in scrap book he says is from Clint Bolton’S column), which might

L Bays he wants to write dad 
it is for this reason he was introduced to '^'hornley# Thomley was then orking 
on his "book". L sayschapters were entitled "The First Marine", etc. and that T 
was then working on "The i hirdllarinflT, or the third chapter#

Barbara cautions against believing saying he is capable of lying 

while seeming sincere and straightforward. 

His uninspired "admissions" to me are of a st ange nature if they 

are fictitious. He says he is heavily sex oriented, that he chased woman, that 

on his discharge from the Navy he lived by "selling" them his |"butt"# He says he 

go an unde sire abl edi ^charge ac a consequence of the second of two /^qnosexual 

acts (with aman whose name iB on the tape but now escapes me, a man of some notoriety) 

These appear to have been hisonly such adventures. His arrangement with his wife

since marriage, that he lived withohe girl until his marriage and thenoeferth has 
had nothing to do with other women# He also says he is on bad teams with hij^ 
mother because once she accidentally intruded on his love— making with his wife, 
expressed the sentiment that this was "cute", and he therefore "threw her out"# 

His family, he says, doesnot approve of him# He phoned hi smother (Slidell) to 
geeif she reoalled whnn he came to N#0# His sister Annie answered the phone# Lp 
put his hand overthe outhpiece and volun leered that she had a 48" bust# It would 
seem that he does have a rather heavy sexual orientation. 

Heseems to be new in the clothing business, pseoializing in the 
inexpensivemanufacture of skimpy clothes for both men and ’women and a special 
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shirt for men (pictures on hfe wall at 918 Kerlere^P&hh^^e is scantily and cheaply 
furnished, incompletely. Hesays he has just begun to get furniture, that they have 
none. His wifeis tobequalifiedto teach by next year (English and Spanish). He has 
organi ed a n um ber of bands and blames Walter Kraft (for hhon he bought a banjo) 
with bre ak ing up the last one after 5 months.. He says Krafthas an unusual tenor 
(and lives off of woaen). I took Kraft to dinner last Sunday, hoping to get a run- 
down on Lovin (uneuccessfullly-h ?, said he’d first want ^ovin’s permission). Kraft 
claims to be a reformed beatnik .and he was neat and clean, conservatively dressed), 
as Jj ovin claims to bo a reformed reprobate. Lovin is 27* ^6 says he i3 slightly 
ahwad of schedule in his ambition to have $ 150,000 and ro tired hy age 30 (his 
plansfor his beginningmust have beenmodestl). 

In thefirst interview, taped with permission in the yard of the 
Coffee Pot on St. Peter St., he acknowledged hisnembership in the Diocordians.
